Fall of Jlissolunghi .—All Christendom 
will learn with deep rpgref, that Missolon- 
glti, the bulwark of Western Greece, has at* 
length fallen into the hands of ihe Tutks, 
afier sustaining with matchless resolution, 
three of tbe most despotic sieges of modern 
limes, and fighling like Ihe worthy de¬ 
scendants of glorious ancestor*; The whole 
of the garrison were put to the sword. At 
the last moment, when no hope remained, 
the remnant of the garrison formed a square 
battalion, with tlie women and children in 
the centre, and endeavoured to force a pas¬ 
sage through the ranks of their merciless 
assailants, but were all massacred, selling 
their lives most dearly. 

Missnlonghi had repulsed the Turkish 
armie9 in innumerable and most desperato 
combats; thousands of the unbelievers per¬ 
ished under its walls, ami it was considered 
the last hope of Grecian liberty. It liss 
fallen, and with it, we fear, (lie long cher¬ 
ished prospect of the restoration of Greece, 
The disciplined Egyptians were led on by 
officers who bear the name of Christians!

The pfcfcket ship Lewis, Captain Macy, 
arrived this morning fiom Havre, whence 
she sailed on the 26th May. By this ar¬ 
rival the Editors of the Commercial Adver¬ 
tiser have received regular files of Paris 
papers to the ( 25<b of that month. 

Greece and Turkey ,.—We have before 
Vi intell'gence from Vienna of the 17th of 
May which announces that the “Ottoman 
I*orte has fully acceeded to all the condi¬ 
tions stipulated in the Ultimatum of the 
Emperor Nicholas. The Turkish Cabi¬ 
net has already designated two plenipoten¬ 
tiaries to proceed to the frontiers. The 
hostages moreover have been act at liberty 
•od positive orders given for the evacua¬ 
tion of Moldavia and Wallacbia.” 

We regret to state, oa the authority of 
letters from the Levant, that tbe brave 
Canaris has perished offMissolonghi, with 
the vessel which was under bis command. 
When tbe news of the fall of Missoloogbi 
reached Constantinople, the Turks gave 
themselves up to the most barbarous expres¬ 
sion of joy. The Janiaaarie* proceeded to 
tbe Hotel of the Russian Consulate, and 
threw several heads and ears of Greeks in¬ 
to tbe windows. 

The Augsburgh Gazette contains the 
following intelligence of the 3d of May, 
from Odessa:— 

‘•Letters of the 26th ult. from Constan¬ 
tinople announce that the Honorable Strat¬ 
ford Canning received a Courier from St. 
Petersburg!! with despatches from the 
Duke of Wellington, enjoining bia Ex¬ 
cellency to employ his utmost efforts to in¬ 
duce the Porte to accede to the ultimatum 
of Russia. The French, Austrian, and 
Prussian Ministers second Sir Stratford 
warmly, at tbe same time carefully separ¬ 
ating the cause of the Greeks from the af¬ 
fairs of Russia. Mr. Canning has hitherto 
employed bis good offices in vain; and it 
is to be lamented, that the influence of 
E'lgland wlttuSbe Purte haa been on the 
decline for Borne time. Intelligence has 
arrived at Constantinople of two Turkish 
frigates having been burned on the 14th or 
15>h ult. and several smaller veasels cap¬ 
tured >r destroyed. At SebBStopo), upon 
the tiiack Sea, the principal naval station 
of Russia, there are, at this moment, six¬ 
teen armed vessels fully equipped, and 
leatly to set sail.” 

Great exertions are making to aid the 
Greek cause by subscriptions in various 
parts. The reigning Duke of Brunswick 
had prepared tor a journey, but beiog in¬ 
formed that the proceeds of tbe Theatre on 
a certain night was for tbe aid of tbe 
Greeks, be put off his journey to be pres¬ 
ent at tbe Theatre. The King of Prussia 
has authorized the Journals of Bis king¬ 
dom to publish lists of the subscriptions, 
raised for the Greek cause. At Berlin, 
tbe magistrates and clergy are actively en¬ 
gaged in collecting money, &c, for the 
same cause. 

At Pans the Ladies’ committee have 
collected 50 000 fr. At Munich a consid¬ 
erable sum has been raised. Ooe individ¬ 
ual gave 45 000 fr. A public collection 
has been made at Geneva. On tbe 18th of 
May there whs to be a grand concert of vocal 
and instrumental music in the Dutch R 
formed Church, at Schildam, for the bene¬ 
fit of the Greeks. 

The Paris papers slate that Lord Cocb 
ran had quitted Brussels for Greece. 

A letter from Trieste of 7tb May, men 
lions that a vessel had just arrived at that 
port from Alexandria, which announced 
that, in the course of the month of March, 
a Greek »quadi on disembarked at a short 
distance from Bairut in Syria, and seized 
about three millions of piastres. It would 
have made a similar attempt at Cyprus, but 
was prevented by adverse vvm'lB.

The following agreeable narrative from 
friend, an officer in our navy, will be found in¬ 
teresting. It is written with ease and is so 
free and full of information, that although it 
was not intended for publicstion, we have 
thought our readers would take much interest 
In it, and it is therefore we are happy to o 
blige them. 

Steam Boat, Hibernia, April 17,1826. 

2 avail myself of the first opportunity 
that has presented, since leaving Washing¬ 
ton, of giving you some account of my 
movements. I left that place in tbe mail 
coach, with two other passengers, who 
proved agreeable companions. Tuesday 
morning, 11 th April, 1 o’clock, A. M — 
reached Frederick Town about three, and 
took in no leas than twelve additional pas¬ 
senger":—got to Hagerg Town at 10 o’< 
clod: at night—found there several old ac¬ 
quaintances, with others collected to hear 
the particulars of the duel between Mr. 
Clay and Mr. Randolph. Finding I should 
have but little time to sleep, determined 
not to attempt it. After getting supper, 
abaving and smoking a few aegara, tbe 
stage was announced, at one o’clock. We 
passed through Hancock, and Cumberland 
and reached an inn 35 miles beyond that 
place, the head of the Potomac River, 
where the national road commences, about 
10 -o’cloek. Suffered much from tbe cold, 
—got supper, but did not go to bed. By 
the time 1 had burned three aegara the 
was ready. Settled myself in tbe 


nature. There is but little cultivation— 
and few houses, except taverns. Tbe 
Roads good, except in one or two places 

_Tbe whole distance from Washington to 

Wheeling, except 26 miles, turnpike— 
This noble and useful road (the Cumber¬ 
land) is continued on the Ohio side of the 
river, and will not stop short of St. Louis, 
in the state of Missouri. My fellow pas 
sengers, and I may add, fellow suffer¬ 
ers, happened to be agreeable companions 
—one of them with his aon, of ten years 
old, just from New Lanark, on their way 
to New Harmony, in the state of Indiana, 
particularly so. We soon became quite 
sociable. He intends to place his sou, and 
only child, a most promising one, at school 
there, and, if he likes tbe place, aod is 
satisfied with their prospects, will join the 
society, and send for his wife and some re¬ 
lations to join him. From his account, 
derived from the best sources of informa¬ 
tion, the school will be superiour to any 
iu this country or even Great Britain.— 
They have lately received a valuable ac¬ 
cession in a French lady and gentleman 
who teach 00 the Pizzilojzian Plan. At 
this school are received studeuts from any 
part of the world, who are educated a« 
their frieads wish. They do not encour¬ 
age the learning of the dead languages, but 
pay particular attention to English, aDd 
French, Mathematicks, Surveying, Navi¬ 
gation, Chemi 9 try| History, Natural Phi¬ 
losophy, the principles of Jurisprudence, 
Opticks, Drawing, Music, Dancing, &c. 
The students who belong to the society, 
while prosecuting their studies, learn some 
useful trade, aod boarders may do the same. 
Tbe strictest attention U paid to cleanli¬ 
ness, health and morality—the teachers 
are constantly with their pupil 9 , night and 
day—They have liberty to abend public 
worship at any of tbe chapels or meeting 
houses in the village. The whole expense 
attending a boy at this school, including 
books, tuition, bedding, board, washing, 
clothing, medicine and attendance— in 
short, every thing, ia one hundred dollars 
per annum. It appears to me that no 
place I ever heart! of offers a better chance 
for obtaining a useful education, and, cer¬ 
tainly, none ao cheap 

The Clinton got off about 11 o’clock 
and proceeded down the beautiful Ohio 
at the rate or 14 miles an hour. At thia 
time I took a violent cold, which, as usual, 
distressed me greatly. Saturday evening 
stopped at Cincinnati, (Onio) to deliver 
some iron which detained us several hours 
—distance run 358 miles. Mr. Apple- 
gatb (tbe English gentleman above men¬ 
tioned) and myBtlf went up and strolled 
about the town, one of tbe most consider¬ 
able in the western country; but it was too 
dark to admit of a good view. Sunday 
morniog 16th stopped at Madisonville, In¬ 
diana, to land goods—went on shore—it 
being my first appearance in that state— 

It would be tedious and uninteresting to 
enumerate the villages we pass—at noon 
landed at Louisville, Kentucky, also new 
to me—went to a tavern and found that the 
Hibernia was just on the point of depart¬ 
ing for New Orleans. Got a hack and 
rode to shipping port, two miles, embarked, 
and got off in an hour—a canal is now cut¬ 
ting from Louisville to Shipping Port by 
which the Rapids will be avoided. At 
preeent a set of small boats ply between 
Pittsburgh and Louisville, and another aet, 
much larger, between Shipping Port and 
New Orleans. The Hibernia, now on her 
second trip, ia a superb vessel. The ac¬ 
commodations arranged differently from 
thosfvSi,AU have Been. The cabin ia above 
wate.-*bnd extends as far forward as the 
machinery will permit. Around it is a 
gallery—above the cabin are accommoda¬ 
tions for deck passengers, extending across 
so as to cover the galleries—making them 
complete piazzas. Here we sit ana read, 
smoke—or walk as we choose. When 
tired of looking at one state, by crossing 
tbe vessel we can contemplate another 
Tbeae boats have in the bow a snag room 
—a bulwark crossing the vessel near the 
head, in caae of being snagged, stops the 
water from every other part of tbe vessel. 

To day Mr. Applegath left us at 10 o’* 
clock, at Mount Vernon, tbe nearest land¬ 
ing (17 miles) to Harmony. He left Liv¬ 
erpool March 3d crossed an ocean of 3000 
miles,—ascended a long bay and river to 
Philadelphia, remained there several days, 
took tbe necessary steps to attain citizen¬ 
ship in five years, and now, on tbe 45tb 
day will-reach bis point of destination, 
more than 1000 miles in the interiour!— 
Yesterday overtook and passed a ateam 
boat bound to 8 t. Louis, Misiouri—with a 
keel boat lashed to each tide—met several 
others bound up—passed a number of flat 
boats—but few family boat*-—last' night 
entered the Mississippi River. Tbe Ohio 
commences at Pittaburgh, formed by the 
junction of the Allegany and Monongabe- 
la Rivera, at tint place, where they lose 
their names. Its length to tbe Mississip¬ 
pi, where it in turn loses its name, is 941 


the earth had swallowed the water. 

Thia morning we had a great fright:— 
The boat in turnings point, to go through 
a narrow pass, run against a large raft of 
drift wood, the shock was great—but the 
damage inconsiderable. On gucb occa 
sioqs the accounts of accidents which we 
read in tbe newspapers rush on the mind 
End increaae the alarm. Some of these 
rafts are very exiensire—The water on 
both aides of the RiTer is overflowing the 
banka, aod half leg deep around some of 
tbe log buts where we stop to take in wood. 
Taking in wood requires about four hours 
out of twenty four—Tlie water ia now sup 
posed to be about furty feet above low 
water mark:—great as Ibis rise is, it does 
not equal that of the Kentucky River, 
wbicb rises 70 feet. Yesterday passed tbe 
new cut off. At a crooked pjrt tbe 
river took a short cut across a plantation, 
of a quarter of a mile, wbicb saved about 
twelve miles distance round. Many im¬ 
provements of this kind will probably be 
made hereafter, by design—much good 
was done last year in tbe Ouio by the re 
moval, at low water, of tbe snogs, at the 
comparatively trifling expense of g 60,000 
paid by the (J. States. This year the 
work will continue on the Mississippi— 
the progress about 10 miles per day Tbe 
contractor places two laige flat boats near 
tbe snag, and then with powerful levers 
with iron claws, prizes them up from the 
botton—cuts them in pieces, and leaves 
them to float off on tbe rise of water, His 
force 25 men. 

While the boat was taking in wood this 
morning I landed in the state of Mississip 
pi (first time) and walked along shore 
The land ia rich but subject to overflow' 
ings. The cattle are in good order, but 
suffer much from mosquitoes. They live 
od tbe wild cane, (or reed) which grow all 
over this country near the rivers. I saw 
several this morniog about 28 feet long. 
Tbe Judge says be baa seen them 36 feet 
long. The wild grapes here are now about 
tbes ize of duck abet—This fact will serve to 
give you some idea of the climate. Judge 
——commenced planting cotton about 20 
years ago—without capital—bought bis 
land on credit-io two years paid for it,

mon education made any considerable pro 
greaa without the aid of government’— 
There is, unhappily, a ‘prevailing indiffer¬ 
ence among the illiterate to the cultivation 
of the mind—aod were it not so, the poor 
man, if educated, could rarely instruct bis 
children, because his time is necessarily 
occupied in earning their bread; and tbe 
ignorant mao, although rich, could not d<> 
it, because he is himself untaught’—If there 


be men amongst us, esteemed rich, who 
would oppose the principle of extending 
learning to the common people, it must be 
admitted that such men are, either iiu- 
friendly to our form of government, 01 , 
grossly ignorant of their best policy and 
true interest, as the very existence of our 
institutions is based upon that principle;

HAY.—From the long and continued 
drought that lias generally prevailed this 
spring, the crops of hay will dcubtle-s be 
very small, and it has been stated that it is 
now cheaper to feed cattle in Pennsylvania 
upon wheat and rye than upon this article. 
Such being the case, any succedaneum will 
be worthy of the farmers attention. A 
person, speaking of the failure of the grass 
crops, io Delaware county, Pennsylvania, 
says, “that the be 9 t expedient we know of, 
is, for every farmer to sow a few acres of 
Indian corn, broadcast, at the rate of about 
two bushels per acre. This will afford an 
excellent substitute, and enable him to spare 
more bay for market at the advanced price.” 
It is a common thing ia this state to sow 
oats and before it ripens to cut it down St 
convert it into hay. The following para¬ 
graph is at present in circulation. 

“One of the most simple and useful dis¬ 
coveries in agriculture, ii to mix layers of 
green or new cut clover, with layers of 
straw in ricks or stack-; thus the atrengih 
of the clover is absorbed by tbe straw, 
which thus impregnated, both Lorsea and 
rattle eai greedily, aod the clover is dried 
and prevented from heating.—This prac¬ 
tice is particularly calculated for second 
crops of clover aod grass.”

We the undersigned, the Commissioners 
named and appointed by authority of the an¬ 
nexed commission, do hereby certify and re¬ 
turn to the'clerk of Somerset county, that 
in virtue of the powers vested in us by the 
said commission! and in obedience to the di¬ 
rections of the constitution and form of Go¬ 
vernment of the state of Maryland, ss alter¬ 
ed and amended by the General Assembly, 
in manner and form prescribed by said consti¬ 
tution and form of government, and in virtue 
of two several acts made and passed the one 
at December session in the year 1824, chap¬ 
ter 146, entitled ,, An act to alter and repeal 
such parts of the constitution end form of go¬
